2 soldiers hurt by settler’s fire

A settler accidentally shot and 
wounded two IDF soldiers last night 
when he opened fire at them tear 
the West Bank settlement of Efrat, 
south of Bethlehem.

Gedalia Beker, of Ma'aleh Amos, 
southeast of Efrat, was held by po- 
lice for questioning at the Bethle- 
hem police station.

IDF troops have in recent weeks 
begun setting ambushes for petrol- 
bomb throwers. A settler from Te-

had been several petrol-bomb at- 
tacks along the road to Efrat in re- 
cent weeks. 

Settlers in the area expressed re- 
gret over the shooting, and said it 
highlighted the high tension in the 
area and the need for tighter coordi- 
nation between Jewish residents and 
the IDF. 

In a related development, guns 
belonging to two settlers who 
opened fire after being attacked by 
stone-throwers were retumed by 

. police yesterday, after being confis- 
cated for investigation. The guns

The second Palestinian killed was 
17-year-old Khamis al-Minawi of 
the Sharti refugee camp. Palestinian 
sources said al-Meenawi was shot in 
the heart during a demonstration 
and died in Shifa hospital. 

In the West Bank. Palestinian 
sources said Lu’ai Barghouthi, 22, 
was shot and killed by troops during 
a dawn clash when soldiers arrived 
to make arrests at the village of Deir 
Ghassaneh near Ramallah. 

The sources said Barghouthi’s 
body was taken by the IDF and later 
returned for burial. Four other peo- 
ple were wounded in the incident 
and five were arrested. they said. 
Military sources said they knew 
nothing of the clash. 

A curfew was imposed in Kalkilya 
following clashes throughout the 
morning between protesters and 
troops in various parts of the city. 
Military sources said a youth was

WARSAW (Reuter) -- Poland's 
Communist rulers held talks yester- 
day with Solidarity leader Lech Wa- 
lesa and agreed to discuss the possi- 
bility of legalizing the independent 
trade union they outlawed in 1982. 

“They have agreed to discuss the 
problem of Solidarity," Catholic in- 
tellectual Andrzej Stelmachowski. a 
taediator between Solidarity and the 
authorities, told reporters. 

He said Walesa was driving back 
to Gdansk to immediately serie 
strikes disrupting the country's 
économy. Solidarity sources said he 
would call off the stoppages that 
erupted on August 15. 

Walesa met Interior Minister 
Czeslaw Kiszczak for three hours 
yesterday in his first talks with Po- 
land's Communist authorities since 
they outlawed the free trade union 
in 1982. : 

The official news agency Pap said 
Walesa and Kiszezak discussed pre- 


mises and procedures for setting up 
wide-ranging round-table talks on 
Poiand’s future between the govern- 
ment. opposition and pro-govern- 
ment groups. 

Also attending were Bishop Jerzy 
Dabrowski, depury secretary of the 
powerful Catholic bishops confer- 
ence and Stanislaw Ciosek. secre- 
tary-general of the Patriotic Move- 
ment for National Rebirth (Pron), x 
pro-government front.

Sudden strike delays

TEL AVIV - A last-minute 
strike call by teachers means 
that the school year wil! almost 
certainly not begin today except 
in kindergartens and first grade 
classes. 

Representatives of the Hista- 
drut Teachers’ Union and the 
Secondary School Teachers” As- 
sociation announced their strike 
plans yesterday afternoon. 

Their decision reportedly 
stunned the Treasury and the 
Education Ministry. 

Treasury officials strongly con- 
demned the teachers" action, partic- 
ularly the suddenness of their deci- 
sion. The lack of advance warning. 
the Treasury spokesman said, 
“causes emotional] anguish for pu- 
pils and parents alike." 

Finance Minister Moshe Nissim. 
who was scheduled to meet with the 
teachers’ representatives last night, 
only heard of the decision on the 
radio. Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon said he was shocked by the 
decision to strike at the opening of 
the schoo] year and called the teach- 
ers’ decision hasty and ill-conceived. 

The Knesset Education Commit- 
tee will hold an emergency meeting 
with all the sides to the conflict to- 
day. Committee chairman MK Nah- 
man Raz demanded that the sides 
meet last night to prevent the strike 
today. 

Only two days ago, Histadrut 
Teachers’ Union sectetary-general 
Yitzhak Wellber said “this is no 
time for a teachers’ strike.”” What 
changed the situation at the last 


minute. according to Wellber and 
Secondary School Teachers” Associ- 
ation chairman Shoshana Bayer. 
was the negative answer they got 
from Treasury wage chief Ya‘acov 
Danon at their meeting with him 
Tuesday evening. 

Danon, who heard about the 
strike from a radio reporter, told 
Kol Yisrael] that the govemment 
could not give the teachers more 
than it was giving the rest of the 
public sector. He said the Treasury 
would not negotiate with the teach- 
ers under pressure of a strike. 

According to senior Treasury offi- 
cials, the teachers are demanding a 
pay rise of between 20 and 30 per 
cent. If this is granted, the officials 
continued, this will legitimize wage 
demands way above the recent 11 
per cent over two years recently 
awarded to public sector employees. 

Prime Minister Shamir sided with 
the Treasury. saying that the teach- 
ers should not be given bigger in- 
creases than the rest of the public 
sector. 

Shamir discussed the situation 
yesterday evening with Nissim and 
Navon, but no solution was found. 

The Treasury is deliberately drag- 
ging its feet, the teachers” leaders 
said. “We've been negotiating for 
four months, but apparently the 
government doesn't understand 
unjons that want to negotiate in a 
dignified manner. They don't have 
enough with the health crisis and 
want to add education. Apparently, 
they want to destroy the unions and 
the Histadrut. but we won't let 
them.” Wellber said.

Avitan and friends under heavy guard

Convicted murderer Shemaya 
Angel, a close friend of captured 


+ jailbreaker Herzl Avitan, was traus- 


ferred yesterday under heavy guard 
from Shata prison to Beersheba 
prison, where he is being kept in 
solitary confinement, The Jerusalem 
Post has learned. 

Avitan staged a dramatic escape 
from Beersheba prison earlier this 
week. He was taken to Shatta prison 
after his capture on Monday. 

Ya'acov Shemesh, another friend 
of Avitan’s, is being held in Ramle 
prison's maximum security X-Ward. 
All three men are being deprived of 
special privileges, and guarded by 
members of the anti-riot squad 
whose members are regarded as the 
elite force of the Prisons Service. 

Avitan will be denied access to 
television and newspapers and will 
not be allowed any personal posses- 
sions for two months as punishment 
for escaping. 

He has expressed a strong desire 


to see his san, and Prisons Service 
head Levy Ckaul said he would grant 
his request allthe end of the punish- 
ment period, - : 

The FN-9mm pistol that Avitai 
used in his escape was reportedly 
smuggled into his cell a couple of 
days earlier, together with several 
thousand dollars in small bills. Po- 
lice suspect that warder Yosef Kei- 
dar, now in detention, smuggled the 
gun and money into the prison after 
being bribed.

His spokesman, Francois Giu- 
liani, elaborated subsequently that 
Perez de, Cuellar expected signifi- 
cant developments later yesterday, 
possibly even a new face- to-face 
meeting between Iraqi Foreign Min- 
ister Tareq Aziz and Iranian Foreign 
Minister Ali Akbar Velayati. 

The UN secretary-general was to 
announce yesterday or today a spe- 
cial representative to on the 
mediation of the talks, he said. add- 


ing that he had not heard of any 
intention to send the ministers 
home. 

“There is no question of breaking 
off the talks, or anything, but there 
is a question of the secretary-general 
not being able to remain in Geneva 
eternally,” Giuliani said.

distorted truth 


PEKING (AFP) — The last wife of 
Pu Yi, China's last Manchu mon- 
arch, says Italian director Bernardo 
Bertolucci's epic film about her hus- 
band distorted the truth to appeal to 
Western tastes. 

“Some parts of the film do not 
correspond with reality.” Li Shux- 
ian told AFP in one of the few inter- 
views she has ever given to Western 
news media. 

“This film was a co-production 
between China, Italy and Britain, 
but none of the parties ever consult- 
ed me,” said Madame Li, 63. who 
was married to Pu Yi from 1962 
until his death in Beijing in 1967. 

Shot mainly in China in 1986, The 
Last Emperor went on to win nine 
Academy Awards for its portrayal 
of Pu Yi's tragic life, from his coro- 
nation in 1908 at the age of three to 
his death as a gardener during the 
Cultural Revolution. 


Overthrown by the 1911 Republi- 
can revolution, Pu Yi reigned over a 
puppet Japanese state in Manchuria 
during the 1930's and was thrown 
into prison after the Communists 
took power in China in 1949. In 
1959, he was released from a labour 
camp and made an ordinary citizen. 


“I was given a ticket recently and 
went to see The Last Emperor. In 
this film, reality was embellished.” 
said Madame Li, who lives in a two- 
room apartment in east Beijing. She 
particularly disliked one scene - 
abridged in the Chinese version -- in 
which Pu Yi frolicked in bed with his 
first wife Wan Rong and concubine 
Wen Xiu while eunuchs burned pal- 
ace buildings.

South Africa completes 
withdrawal from Angola 


RUNDU. Namibia (Reuter) - 
South Africa has completed the 
withdrawal of 3,000 troops from An- 
gola and challenged Cuba to set a 
timetable for the repatriation of its 
forces in line with a U.S.-led peace 
initiative. 

The end of the pullout on Tues- 
day was monitored at the Namibian 
border town of Rundu by senior of- 
ficers from South Africa, Angola 
and Cuba, which have been observ- 
ing a ceasefire in southwestern Afri- 
ca since August 10. 

“Our governments have shown 
the world that our people are part- 
ners in peace and that is our main 
mission,” Angolan representative 
Major Osvaldo van Dunen told re- 
porters. 

Some 1,000 South African sol- 
diers, about half of them black, 
crossed a pontoon bridge over the 
Kavango River border from Angola 
into: Pretoria-ruled Namibia. Th 
last vehicle crossed the river 36 
hours ahead of deadline. 

Some of the soldiers waved vic- 
tory signs or cheered but most 
looked weary and did not react to 
the barrage of reporters and televi- 
sion cameras that awaited them. 
Many of the vehicles, including 
mine-proof trucks, towed howitzers 


and armuured cars, were daubed 
with victory slogans. 

“We are out of Angola.” South 
African defence chief of staff Lieu- 
tenamt-General Ian Gleeson suid as 
troops moved in to dismantle the 
two-year-old pontoon bridge. He 
said the completion of the withdraw- 
al was proof of Pretoria’s sincerity in 
U.S,-mediated peace talks that 
started in London in May. 

He said Angola and Cuba should 
now show their good faith by setting 
an acceptable timetable for the with- 
drawal of the estimated 50,000 Cu- 
ban troops aiding the Luanda gov- 
ernment. 

South Africa has made the Cuban 
withdrawal a condition for granting 
independence to Namibia, a former 
German colony ruled by Pretoria for 
73 years. Havana has proposed a 

based withdrawal over 18 months 

ut South Africa is pressing for a 
complete Cuban pullout by next 
June 1, the date proposed by Pre- 
toria for UN-supervized indepen- 
dence elections in Namibia. 

Gleeson declined to comment in 
detail on Unita’s future following 
the withdrawal.

Happy New Year 
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Bye-bye, new school year 


THE news hit most everyone. including the 
newscasters themselves, like a bolt from the 
blue when it issued directly from the mouths 
of the heads of the two teacher groups -- the 
Histadrut Teachers Union and the Secondary 
School Teachers Association — at the start of 
radio's midday news magazine yesterday. The 
new school-year, it read, will not open as 
scheduled, meaning not today. Nor will it 
open before the teachers’ wage demands are 
fully met. 

Last-minute crises are of course a part of 
the ritual of school-year openings, and end- 
ings. For that is when teachers are best able to 
wield a club over the heads of, mainly, the 
Treasury in the hope of getting their way on, 
mainly. wages. Tremors of another routine 
school crisis were in fact audible for the past 
several days. Surprisingly, however, they did 
not seem to focus on wages, not even the full 
implementation of the hallowed Etzioni Com- 
mission’ report. 

What union leaders objected to, none too 
vehemently, were such impositions as the 
transfer of Education Ministry powers to local 
authorities. notably in Jerusalem -- the popu- 
larly-elected local authorities, unlike the min- 
istry, could not be trusted to stay above poli- 
tics --- the integration-seeking school-reform — 
it involved too much transporting of students 
at the expense of real schooling ~ and the 
parent-paid “grey education” required by the 
recent drastic cuts in the national education 
budget. 

The principal aspect of ‘‘grey education” 
that seemed to engage the interest of the 
union chiefs was indeed the fees received by 


enrichment-class teachers. They were said to’ 


be too high too often. If, however, there was 
anv substantial ground for suspecting that 
schools might not open on September 1, be- 
cause of a labour dispute over basic wages 
between the teachers and the Treasury, it was 
not publicized. Not until midday yesterday. 

True. the unions had declared a labour 
dispute four months ago already. And, ac- 
cording to union leaders Yitzhak Welber and 
Shoshana Beyer yesterday, what the Treasury 
had done since then was to drag its feet in 
negotiations until the very last moment. That 
was the night before, when the Treasury's 


labour-and-wage director. Ya’acov Danon. 
had rejected the teachers’ demands for a 17 
per cent wage rise, explaining that the Trea- 
sury could not go beyond the 11 per cent rise 
stipulated in the three-week old framework 
agreement in the public sector. 

Mr. Danon, it is true, suggested that the 
union leaders avoid precipitate action at least 
until Sunday, when Finance Minister Moshe 
Nissim was to confer with Education Minister 
Yitzhak Navon. Mr. Welber and Ms. Beyer 
countered by promising to consult with their 
colleagues. The decision reached at that con- 
sultation, to prevent the opening of all except 
beginners’ classes in all state and state-reli- 
gious schools, and to keep them shut until the 


- Treasury gave in, was communicated to Mr. 


Danon by radio the following day. It is not 
unreasonable to assume that the decision was 
somehow related to the approach of Knesset 
elections. 

Iz is also not unreasonable to assume that 
the Treasury's stand in the dispute is similarly 
related to Mr. Nissim’s pledge to hold the 
wage line during the present election year. A 
concession to the teachers at this time obvi- 
ously could not be localized. 

Nissim deserves public support for his ob- 
duracy. But not for leading the teachers by the 
nose before springing a Hat and irreversible 
nyet on them. The teachers’ reaction was en- 
tirely foreseeable. And the vacuous promise 
to supplement teachers’ pay from increased 
efficiency could also be expected to be met 
with derision. Nearly ali such efficiency in- 
creases can only be effected, if at all, by the 
government. It is not the unions who prevent 
the government from, for example, forcing 
together undersized, and financially burden- 
some, classes. 

Plainly, the teachers cannot now have their 
cherished 17 per cent wage rise. But they are 
entitled to firm guarantees that the alternative 
options suggested by the Treasury are ΠΟΙ just 
for the birds. A teachers’ uprising against the 
opening of the school-year cannot be allowed 
to materialize. Despite the late hour, it is still 
not too late for the Treasury to heed Prime 
Minister Shamir's last minute appeal and re- 
sume contact with the teachers before this 
morning. Schools must open now.

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A BETTER FUTURE for hun- 
dreds of Israeli children with cere- 
bral palsy (CP) will depend to a 
large extent on the efforts of Hanan 
Shaheen and her classmates over the 
next four years. 

Shaheen, a 19-year-old from 
Nazareth, was one of ten Israeli stu- 
dents to arrive in Budapest during 
‘the past week to begin studying a 
highly effective Hungarian method 
designed to give greater self-reli- 
ance to cerebral palsy sufferers. 

“After working with CP kids for 
the first time in Jerusalem this sum- 
mer, I realize how difficult it is to 
help them but also how deserving 
they are of love and help,” Shaheen 
said. 

The disease involves disorders re- 
sulting from brain damage that oc- 
curs before, during or shortly after 
birth. All CP victims have at least 
some loss of voluntary muscle con- 
trol, and some suffer from severe 
crippling and mental retardation. 

According to the terms of an 
agreement signed three months ago 
between Kadima, an Israeli support 
group for CP families, and the Peto 
Institute for Conductive Education, 
which is run by the Hungarian gov- 
ernment, the ten Israeli students will 
spend the next four years at the 
institute studying ‘conductive 
education.” 

Conductive education differs 
from conventional treatments of ce- 
rebral palsy in that the child spends 
the entire day with a single profes- 
sional, known as a conductor, rather 
than shifting every few hours from a 
special education teacher to a physi- 
cal therapist to a speech therapist. 
The conductor seeks to stimulate 
the child to draw upon his own re- 
sources and thereby find new ways 
of bypassing his limitation, without 
ue. use of wheelchairs or artificial 

Hungarian official statistics indi- 
cate that approximately 70 per cent 
of children who receive conductive 
education at the Peto Institute im- 
prove to the extent that they be- 
come able to function independent- 


fy. 


AN ESTIMATED 7,000 Israeli 
children suffer from CP and related 
motor disabilities. However, only 
500-3,000 of these children are ame- 
nable to treatment according to the 
Hungarian technique, says Udi 
Leon, director of Kadima. 

The Hungarian technique first be- 
came widely known in the West two 
years ago when the BBC screened a 
documentary about it, Standing Up 
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including those of chlorine.

In Israel, a group of families who 
saw the film joined together to form 
Kadima with the goal of making 
conductive education available to 
Israeli sufferers of CP. They con- 
tacted officials at the Peto Institute 
and, beginning in June 1987, several 
Israeli children were accepted for 
treatment there. 

The first Israeli child to be treated 
was six-year old Yoel Leon, Udi's 
son; when he arrived at the institute, 
he could not maintain his balance 
while seated in a chair. After a 
month’s treatment at the institute, 
Yoel was able to sit stil] by himself 
and showed a dramatic improve- 
ment in self confidence and morale.

As a result, Udi Leon decided to 
initiate negotiations for a formal 
agreement with the institute which 
would assure reserved spots there 
for Israeli and Diaspora Jewish chil- 
dren over the next four years. At the 
same time, he sought to gain the 
institute's agreement to train Israeli 
conductors over that period so as to 
make the treatment available to Is- 
raelis who could not travel to Buda- 


pest. 


Meanwhile, representatives of six 
other countries also requested simi- 
lar agreements with the Peto Insti- 
tute. But Israel was chosen because 
of the firm grasp of the technique 
shown by Israeli parents and also 
because of “sentimental reasons,” 
Leon says. Dr. Andras Peto, the 
late founder of the institute, was 
Jewish and often told its current di- 
rector, Dr. Maria Hari, that he 
would like to see the Peto technique 
brought to Israel. 


KADIMA HAS NOT YET succed- 
ed in raising all of the $850,000 it 
will have to pay the Peto Institute 
under the new contract, although it 
has received some funding from pri- 
vate donors, the Joint Distribution 
Committee, the Ministry of Educa- 
tion and the National Insurance In- 
stitute. In addition, the cost of trav- 
elling to Budapest and residing 
there prevents many families from 
taking advantage of the openings 
made available by the institute to 
Israelis and Jews. 

Moreover, while the treatment 
time yielding full therapeutic bene- 
fit, using the Peto technique, is said 
by Hungarian experts to be one to 
two years, Israeli children at the in- 
stitute will have to make do with 
four-month stints because of the tre- 
mendous demand for treatment, 
Leon says. 

But the 10 Israelis beginning their 
stadies are enthusiastic despite the 
uncertainties ahead. They were se- 
lected out of hundreds of applicants 
through a rigorous screening pro- 
cess which included actual work 
with CP children and a review by 
staff members of the institute who 
visited Israel last month. Each of 
them has made a commitment to 
Kadima to spend four years teaching 
conductive education in Israel after 
they complete their four years of 
traming in Budapest. 

Tikva Ben-Ezra, who studied spe- 
cial education at Bar-Ilan Uni- 
versty, said she was “excited and 
afraid” about going to Budapest. 
Her husband, Shalom, who is a res- 
taurant chef, and baker, will be 
working at the Peto Institute as a 
kosher cook f6r the Israeli children 
being treated there. Avi Colodner, a 
former employee of Jerusalem’s 
Alyn Hospital and swimming teach- 
er for CP children, said he thought 
his studies in Budapest would be 
“ve ing.” In working with 
CP kids, “it takes a long time to get 
results, but when you do it’s a great 
feeling, “he said. 

Another student, Debbie Glick- 
man of Haifa, answered succinctly 
when asked why she was travelling 
to Budapest. “Control over one’s 
body is basic to having a sense of 
being human, ” she said.“ If you can 
help a child gain this control then 
you will have given him a beginning 
in life.”

THEN AND

BETTER NOT brand the newsmen 
on our TV as “leftist” -- because it’s 
wrong. Rather, ascribe their short- 
comings to insufficient training, 
bold amateurism, private hates, rot- 
ten relations between members of 
the staff. 

This description is not ours but 
that of Pinhas Jurman, a profession- 
al journalist who, for 10 years, start- 
ing in 1976, periodically reviewed 
the relations of the media with rea- 
lity as well as with the political 
stratum. 

His collected essays on the subject 
were published recently by Kibbutz 
Me‘uhad in a 288-page volume enti- 
tled 4 State in Live Broadcast (Medi- 
na b'shidur Hai). Czechoslovak- 
born Jurman was a star reporter for 
the late Lamerhay daily; but he did 
not switch to Davar when his paper 
folded. Instead, he joined Yisrael 


Galili’s staff as media adviser thus. 


obtaining a close and critical look at 
print and broadcast journalism. 

Israel Television, it may be re- 
called, was bor prematurely, so to 
speak, while Prof. Elihu Katz was 
still struggling with a group of young 
men whom he e: to train as 
_professional broadcasters. But the 
governnient ~suddenly decided to 
televise the 1968 military parade in 
Jerusalem, and acceded to the pres- 
sure of Kol Yisrael Radio staffers 
who were clamouring for the right to 
enter the new media which prom- 
ised to become all-important -- 
which indeed it did become in no 
time. Prof. Katz gave up. 


THE TV NEWSMEN built their as- 
cendency rather high-handedly. 
They often refused to broadcast le- 
gitimate information if it had been 
previously leaked to the printed 
press. They bullied their colleagues 
from the written press at news con- 
ferences. They behaved as if they 
were the watchdogs not only’of pub- 
lic morals but of state management. 
They shocked the public with 


— 


stories of awe, sometimes of human 
destitution, but often of a political 
character (thus, TV undoubtedly 
undermined public support for the 
“Peace of Galilee” operation by re- 
porting at length the funerals of the 
men killed in action in Lebanon). 

Sometimes the zeal to be critical 
misguided the TV people. Jurman 
gives an example of a non-political 
nature. In reporting on the first 
open-air concert in the Yarkon 
park, the TV man chose to quote a 
dis; tled tor complaining 
of “disorder,” (though all the press 
lauded the perfect arrangements on 
the lawn, Jurman observes), but did 
not spare one shot to show Yitzhak 
Perlman aod Zubin Mehta! 

What makes this writer squirm is 
that too often the TV blunts the 
distinction between news and opin- 
ion, News is a change which affects 
in some way the life of people who 
hear it; a newspaper owes its readers 
nothing more than the relevant 
information. 


BUT. POLITICIANS soon disco- 
vered‘the potency of TV's impact. 
They bombard TV personne! with 
rei to broadcast instant “‘reac- 
tions” to official declarations or fac- 
tual descriptions of current events. 
In the compactness of TV coverage, 
proportions are skewered, a “reac- 
tion” gf a lone Knesset politician 
who represents one in 120 is bal- 
anced against an announcement of 
policy by major parties or the go- 
vernmpnt, thus blowing to pieces 
any attempt at national consensus. 
Opinions should be recorded, of

course — but in their proper place 
and context. 

The TV people could have taught 
the politicians a lesson in national 
responsibility. Instead, they partici- 
pate in the political process, taking 
sides by the mere fact of choosing to 
broadcast what they like. Jurman 
goes even further: he believes that 
the democratic right of expression 
should be treated with discernment 
in a society much less stable than the 
established Western democracies. 

But why deplore Israel Television 
for ills which plague the medium 
globally? This writer had the oppor- 
fumity to watch the very professional 
German TV when Zia ul-Haq’s 
plane exploded. The news was rele- 
gated to the series of short items on 
foreign affairs — the leading news 
was about the political ramifications 
of the hormone-injected calves. 

The next day the main story was 
the hijacking of a bus by two gun- 
men. A TV reporter and a camera- 
man interviewed the gunmen twice, 
with a crowd of spectators looking 
on. A controversy subsequently 
arose whether it was right to inter- 
view the gunmen, however dramatic 
the broadcast was. The police, ac- 
cused of inaction, claimed the 
ence of journalists hampered radical 
action; to which journalists respond- 
ed by suggesting that plainclothes 
policemen should have mingled with 
the pressmen — an inane idea, obvi- 
ously, because that would gravely 
endanger the professional reporters.

THE British have Top of the Pops, 
the Americans have MTV and the 
Israelis have Lahit BaRosh, the bi- 
weekly television programme that 
tracks the local hit parade. 

Since it was established four years 
ago, Lahit BaRosh has been con- 
stantly updated as its producer, 
Dina Kahanovich, and director, 
Raoul Yehiel, keep up with local 
and world trends in order to satisfy 
the viewing public and the musicians 
whose songs fill the programme. 

During the show's first two years, 
young music fans filled the studio 
and danced as popular musicians 
performed their hit songs onstage. 
Today, only a few diehard kids and 
autograph-seekers show up at the 
Herzliya Studios for the bi-weekly

Of course, the turnout varies, de- 
pending on who's recording video 
clips.

THE LOCARNO Film Festival 
draws thousands of movie buffs ev- 
ery evening to the Piazza Grande in 
the heart of town, converted for the 
duration of the festival into a su- 
perbly-equipped open-air cinema. 
This year. the festival gave the tick- 
et-paying faithful some films de- 
scribed by director David Streiff as 
the year's most interesting. 

Never a great fan of commercial 
cinema. Streiff's choices tend to- 
wards disturbing experiences. A 
shocked crowd viewed ΟΕ 
Kieslowski's Thou Shalt Not Kill, 
featuring one of the nastiest and 
most brutal murders in the history of 
cinema, entirely gratuitous, the act

of an unrepentant youth. 

Other selections could hardly be 
considered mass entertainment: a 
documentary entitled Dear Ameri- 
ca, Letters from Viemam, a presen- 
tation of 60 letters written by Amer- 
ican soldiers from the battlefield 
with authentic footage; the Chinese 
The Red Corfield, a tale of a 
strong-willed young bride that starts 
sweetly and ends in a gruesome se- 
quence showing Japanese skinning 
their prisoners. 


FILM FESTIVAL

The real challenge of the festival 
was the inclusion of films by new 
directors, usually way off the beaten 
path. Both Distant Voices, Still 
Lives, and Family Viewing were 
shown at this year's Jerusalem festi- 
val before going to Locarno, where 
they scooped up most of the prizes. 


For Streiff, these two films were safe 
bets, already discovered at other 
festivals’ sideshows. 

Streiff also showed some more ris- 
qué material, such as Captain Khro- 
shid, an Iranian adaptation of Hem- 
ingway’s To Have and Have Not 
which moves the setting from the 
Caribbean to the Persian Gulf; and 
Eden Miseria, a marvellously-pho- 
tographed, if dramatically-flawed 
attempt, to capture the wonder and 
mystery of the desert. 


Two films that, though imperfect, 
had more to say than all the pol- 
ished, star-studded Western produc- 
tions. One was a Russian version of 
the Passion, entitled Visitor, by Al- 
exander Kaidanovski; the second 
was The Trace, a film by Nedja Ben 
Mabrouk, ἃ young Tunisian woman, 
a harsh, uncompromising indict- 
ment of the male-dominated society 
in which she grew up. 

This year, Locarno paid tribute to 
Alberto Cavalcanti, one of the most 
colourful personalities in the history 
of cinema. No less than 37 of the 
films he worked on were shown, 
certainly the largest presentation of 
his work ever put together. 


Ritual 
dancer 


YET ANOTHER Japanese dancer is 
visiting Israel - Mariko Sanjo who, 
according to dance critic Don 
McDonagh, has “hypnotic intensi- 
ty” and a feeling of ritual which she 
imparts to her performances. She 
will be here to give just one morning 
performance on Sunday, September 
4 at the Bijurei Ha‘itim Centre in 
Tel Aviv, and two master classes on 
September 5 and 6. :

He moved from Lotus to 
McLaren this year and, with the top 
team and the Honda turbo engine, 
he has been aiming at a number of 
Formula One records. 

The McLaren-Hondas have swept 
all 11 races of the season so far.

Fiat is expected to raise its stake 
in the famous sports car maker Fer- 
rari SPA and take over management 
of the auto racing division, which is 
involved in Formula One competi- 
tion. 

Racing activities had been direct- 
ed personally. by Ferrari. until his 
death last month at the age. of 90. 

Fiat, which acquired a 50 percent 
shareholding in Ferrari in 1969, 
holds an option to buy the 40 per- 
cent owned by the company 
founder. 

Ferrari is “by contract obligated” 
to offer Enzo’s shareholding to Fiat 
in the event Enzo had decided to sell 
his share or in case of his death, a 
Fiat spokeswoman said. She indicat- 
ed that Fiat would exercise the op- 
tion, meaning it would end up own- 
ing 90 percent of Ferrari SPA. 

The remaining 10 percent would 
be left in the hands of Piero Lardi 
Ferrari, the sports car builder's son. 

Sources at Ferrari said talks be- 
tween the Ferrari family and Fiat 
officials are expected to begin early 


this month. -Fiat is owned by the 
Agnelli family. 

The Ferrari sources, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity, did not 
reveal the value of the 40 percent 
Ferrari stake that would be pur-

Getting back your 
VAT exemption 


Q. My wife works as a private social worker whose income for the past 12 
was low enough to exempt her from paying the value-added tax. That was 
until 1987, when she exceeded the ceiling by a small margin and paid VAT 
on this amount. As a result, I (as the nominal family head) have had to 
make VAT payments this year. 

I know now for sure that her income for 1988 will be within the 

exempted figure of NIS 8,080. Must I to ‘continue the payments or can I 
claim a refund at the year end? (Fred Gibian, Tel Aviv) 
A. Your VAT status is, in fact, determined by the turnover earned in the 
particular tax year. Thus, if your turnover in the 1987 income tax year 
was over the exemption ceiling, then in 1988 you are required to be 
registered as a regular VAT-authorized dealer. If you feel that in 1988 
you will be exempt from VAT you should submit the application in detail 
to a local VAT office. In the meantime, you should continue to file the 
periodic VAT report (every two months) and pay the levy due. You may, 
however, set off the VAT paid on expenses and carry forward to the 
future years any VAT refunds due to you.

Q. Recently , on inquiring about being admitted to an old age home, I was 
informed that I would have to invest a certain amount that would not be 
refundable after three years. In addition, I would have to pay a monthly 
service, or maintenance, charge of NIS 900 plus VAT. My question is, 
does a person over 65 have to pay VAT? (Rosen Morris, Tel Aviv) 
A. [am afraid there is no provison in the VAT Law for an exemption for 
people over the age of 65, that is pensioners. VAT is, in fact. generally 
paid by the consumer and, except for certain exemptions granted to new 
immigrants, diplomats and others, there are not exemptions on a person- 
al basis. and certainly no exemption for a person over the age of 65. 

It is interesting to note that the retirement home maintenance charge 
would be liable τὸ VAT but that rental payments on an apartment or 
other such accommodation for periods not exceeding 10 years are not 
liable to VAT. 


Q.1 would be grateful to know whether you can recommend a publica- 

tion setting out the rights of immigrants to hold money abroad, restrictions 
on permitted investments and liability to tax on funds held abroad. (Victor 
Blum, Kibbutz Amiad) 
A. 1 am afraid | am unaware of any publication providing the details you 
request. It should be stressed that certain aspects of these matters are 
based on interpretation and appropriate planning. These matters are 
dealt with in the foreign exchange control regulations and the various 
income tax laws, which are available both in English and Hebrew. AG 
Publications Ltd., POB 7422, Haifa 31870 in fact do market a large 
number of the various laws in Israel (in English), the Income Tax 
Ordinance and the VAT Law and possibly others. 

1 do not know whether any of the Zionist federations or councils, or 
the Jewish Agency, have produced publications on these matters. It is 
worth pointing out that these matters have been dealt with in some detail 
in various articles published in this column over the last 18 months.

NICOSIA (Reuter) -- South of the 
green line dividing* Nicosia, glass- 
sided office towers, shopping cen- 
tres and apartment blocks are 
springing up. On the other side of 
the UN-patrolled buffer zone, the 
capita] is shabbier and visibly less 
prosperous. ᾿ 

This city reflects the economic 
gulf between Turkish-Cypriot north 
Cyprus and the Greek-Cypriot 
south as the two sides prepare for 
talks this month on reuniting the 
island. Any successful solution 
seems to hinge on the south’s “‘eco- 
nomic miracle” working its way 
north. 

Economists estimate Turkish- 
Cypriot per capita income in the 
breakaway state at about a third of 
the south’s $6,800. ‘Turkish Cypri- 
ots have shown good growth rates in 
the last two years due to favourable 
external factors. But their market is 
too small and their economic poli- 
cies are constraining them,” says 
one Greek-Cypriot economist. “If 
the favourable climate is maintained 
the potential exists for further devel- 
opment. But they are unlikely to 
close the gap since the south is ex- 
panding rapidly.” ᾿ 

The Turkish-Cypriot economy, in 
which the Turkish lira is used, strug- 
gies with high inflation imported 
from Turkey and a shortage of for- 
eign exchange. Turkey keeps it 
afloat with aid. 

Annual inflation in the north is 
running at around 75%, compared 
with 3.4% in the south, the econo- 
mist says. He says investments in the 
north tend to be speculative and not 
conducive to long-term 
development. 


Some 200,000 Greek Cypriots 


fled south in 1974 when the Turkish 
army occupied the north after a 


brief coup in Nicosia promoted by 


the Greek junta of the day. Foreign 
experts describe the recovery since 
then as an economic miracle. ὁ 

Tourism, the main industry, is 
booming. The number of long-stay 
visitors rose to 608,000 in the first 
half of this year, up 17.5% from the 
same period in 1987. 

In 1983 Turkish Cypriots declared 
the Turkish Republic of Northern 
Cyprus but only Ankara recognises 
it.

He said the arrival in the north of 
thousands of Turkish settlers from 
the mainland caused economic 
problems since they had lower pro- 
ductivity rates. 

Ozger Ozgur, leader of the 
north’s main opposition Republican 
Turkish Party, estimates the num- 
ber of settlers at between 45,000 and 
50,000. he contends that they are 
causing problems by changing the 
demography of the community and 
upsetting the wage system because 
they worked for very little. 

“When there is a solution, the 
legal tender will be the Cyprus 
pound, no doubt, and we shall have 
a more stable currency with stable 
prices,” says Ozgur. “Wages will go 
up and come to the level of wages in 
the south and the Turkish-Cypriot 
working people including the farm- 
ers will benefit from this.”

Five vacation-home projects with 
a combined floor space of 800,000 
Square metres are planned or al- 
ready under construction in Eilat, a 
development the city is encouraging 
as a low-cost way to ease the short- 
age of hotel rooms. 

With tourists spending 2.4 million 
bed-nichts lest year in the city — 
wae (dul idree times the ic.ct uz 
five years ago — the city's 4.500 ho- 
tels rooms are pressed to meet de- 
mand. explains Mayor Rafi Hoch- 
man. To spur the development of 
vacation-home and time sharing 
projects the city is making land 
available for them. Some 750-800 
units are under construction. 

Vacation-home projects provide 
what are in effect new rooms fi- 
nanced by the individual vacation- 
home buyers, who generally lease 
their flats most of the year when 
they’re not occupying the units 
themselves. In fact, Hochman says 
he prefers foreign buyers over Israe- 
lis because overseas residents are 
unlikely to use them for large blocks 
of times and thus be more inclined 
to rent them out. 

Vacation homes also give the city 
extra value-added to every tourist 
dollar spent there. Increasingly, the 
hotels are providing indoor air-con-- 
ditioned services such as shopping: 
and entertainment as well as rooms 
as a way of squeezing more income 
from their guests, but that comes at 
the expense of local merchants, Va- 
cation-home renters have to do thejr 
own shopping and keep themselves 
occupied. ᾿ 

Unlike a time-sharing flat, in 
which the buyer owns the rights to 
occupy the unit for a portion of the 
year, vacation homes are bought 
outright. They are generally smaller 
than regular flats but offer a wide 
array of public amenities such as 
lounges, health clubs and sports fa- 
cilities.

A decision on whether to close 
down the Soltam Ltd. munitions fac- 
tory will be taken at the end of this 
year, Ammon Gafny, the chairman of 
its parent company Koor Ltd.. told 
The Jerusalem Post. 

Even though a recovery pro- 
gramme has been implemented and 
a large share of the company's work- 
force has been laid off over the past 
few years, he said, Soltam is con- 
tinuing to lose money. The company 
has not yet published its results for 
the first six months of the year, but 
Gafny said “‘its losses have not been 
teduced." 

Soltam last year lost over $30 mil- 
lion, equivalent nearly to its sales 
turmmover. The value of its unsold 
inventory is estimated at about 
$90m. 


Until just recently, the Zab- 
ludowicz family, which holds ἃ 26% 
stake in Soltam, had handled ali the 
company’s marketing and was espe- 
cially instrumenting in clinching a 
major U.S. military contract for it 
several months ago. Koor’s manag- 
ing director, Benny Gaon, has de- 
cided that from now on Koor, which 
holds the remaining shares in the 
company, will play an active role in 
Soltam’s marketing. 

According to Gafny, the Zab- 
ludowicz family, which last year 
sought to have the Yokneam-based 
company closed down, is not willing 
to invest any more money in Soltam. 
Bank Hapoalim, once its main cred- 
itor, has ruled out any further Joans 
to the company. 

The initial stage in the large 10- 
year tender won last April by Sol- 
tam to supply the U.S. Anny with 
heavy mortars and shells went into 
effect earlier this summer. This 
phase of the tender, which will take 
at least all of this year to complete, 
is worth an estimated $3.5m.

Tomato exports 


Exports of tomato products 
should remain stable at $30 
million this year, Amichai 
Tsur, head of the Citrus and 
Tomato Products Marketing 
Board, said yesterday. 

The increase, he noted, 
would come despite a 20,000 
ton drop in the quantity of to- 
matoes designated for industry, 
because of the intense 
heatwave this spring. 

The tomato industry has the 
capacity to process 400,000 
tons a year, he said, which is 
triple the sum it received this 
year. The high value-added of 
Israel’s tomato products, he 
added, enables them to com- 
pete in the European Market, 
despite the heavy government 
protection provided to the local 
industries. Israel is forced to 
pay duties of 18% on its tomato 
product exports to Western 
Europe and duties of 14% on 
shipments to the U.S.

Under the proposal, which 
will now be studied by the Cus- 
toms Authority, Transport 
Ministry and the importers. a 
buyer would make out separate 
cheques, one to the dealer to 
cover the actual cost of the car 
and the other to the tax au- 
thorities to cover the taxes fev- 
ied. Taxes comprise as much as 
two thirds the price to the 
consumer. 

The current practice is for 
the buyer to write out all his 

’ checks to the dealer, who then 
passes the tax portion along to 
the government. The recom- 
mendation comes in the wake 
of the recent failure of Kafris 
Automobile Distribution Ltd., 
which caused hundreds of cus- 
tomers awaiting their cars to 
lose their deposits, including 
the tax portion.

The committee, chaired by Supex- 
visor of Banks Amnon Goldschmidt 
and comprised leading accountants 
from private practice along with 
Bank of Israel experts. calls for a 
level of disclosure that will bring 
israeli banks into line with the stan- 
dards imposed in the U.S. and de- 
manded in many West European 
countries. 

On the basis of his recommenda- 
tions, Goldschmidt announced yes- 
terday his opposition to the Trea- 
sury's plan to hire independent 
experts for the purpose of assessing 
the value of the major banking 
groups, prior to their resale by the 
government after the upcoming 
bank share redemption. 

Goldschmidt noted that this pro- 
cess should rely mainly on the infor- 
mation published in the banks’ an- 
nual financial statements. since 
banks are severely restricted as to 
the kind of data they are allowed to 
reveal,

_ The Goldschmidt report, if fully 
implemented, would represent a 
revolution in the depth of bank re- 
porting. It is likely as well that other 
publicly traded companies would be 
forced to raise the level of their dis- 
closure as well. 


The committee's recommenda- 
tions are being sent to the commer- 
cial banks for comment. It is likely 
that the banks will seek to limit their 
impact, but it is clear that Bruno and 
Goldschmidt are determined to im- 
pose the main thrust of the report's 
proposals on the banks, and that 
their annual reports for 1988, due 
early next year, will have to conform 
to the new format. 


The committee wants the banks to 
present their profit and loss figures 
in much greater detail than hitherto, 
with a breakdown of the different 
sources of profits from each area of 
the banks’ activities, as well as the 
extent of their activity in each areas. 
Accompanying the financial state- 
ments would be a much more thor- 
ough managers’ review and a report 
from the board of directors. All 
these reports will have to appear

simultaneously, and within three 
months of the end of the financial 
year; currently, the directors’ report 
appears separately, and the dead- 
line for the financial statements is 
four months after the end of the 
period to which they refer. 

Furthermore. the profit and loss 
figures would be required to be fully 
inflation-adjusted. The present 
tules require only an abbreviated 
inflation-adjusted report, with the 
full report in nominal figures. 

As regards the banks’ overall 
business, they will be required to 
give details of the yields and margins 
available to them in their lending 
operations, as well as other relevant 
data concerning their loan portfo- 
lios. Management will have to con- 
firm its responsibility for the validity 
and accuracy of the various reports 
issued by the bank. 

The balance sheet data would be 
embellished by information con- 
ceming the “balance of linkage“ on 
different types of assets and liabil- 
ities: in theory, every bank should 
have the same amount of deposits 
and loans in unlinked shekels, in 
index-linked shekels and in each of 
the foreign currencies it operates in. 
If it has an imbalance, it should cov- 
er this through suitable financial op- 
erations.

The tama tax is a special type of 
levy used to equalize the prices of 
imports with those of locally made 
goods. The U.S. and the European 
Community have both sharply criti- 
cized Jerusalem for levying the tax, 
saying it violates the spirit of their 
respective free-trade agreements 
with Israel. 

Dunkel said the issue had not 
been raised at all in bis discussions 
with senior government officials 
here over the past few days. “My 
purpose is to remind the contracting 
parties [to GATT] of their rights 
and obligations.” he stressed. 

GATT is a multilateral trade ac- 
cord and international organization, 
comprising 90 member countries, 
that provides rules for international 
trade. 

During his discussions here, Dun- 
kel assured Israeli officials that they 
had nothing to fear about the EC's

STOCKHOLM (AFP) -- Patrik Sjo- 
berg has always believed in living 
life to the full but he has sometimes 
been left picking up the pieces. 

A silver medal at the Los Angeles 
Olympics, when he was only 19, was 
followed by a series of flops before 
he clambered back to the top last 
year with a world record and a world 
championship. 

The Rome triumph and 2.42m re- 
cord in Stockholm 14 months ago 
have not altered his outlook. 

“It’s good having a playboy image 
because so many athletes have a 
boring one. I enjoy a Porsche and 
enjoy my life,” says the 23-year-old 
whose long mop of blond hair makes 
him one of the most easily recogniz- 
able athletes on the international 
circuit. 

A gold medal in Seoul might force 
him to reconsider — his athletics, not 
his personal life - for this pack-a-day 
cigarette smoker is an incorrigible 
night clubber. : 

“If I win maybe ΤΊ] slow down for 
a couple of years. I've been doing 
the high jump since I was nine so 
maybe a break would do me good,” 
said the gangling 2-metre Sjoberg. 
who dropped out of school at 16 to 
become a full-time athlete. 

Injuries and inconsistency have 
plagued his career but he regained 
his European indoor title last year 
although overconfidence cost him 
dearly in the World Indoor Champi- 
onships in Indianapolis. He failed to 
clear his ambitious opening height 
of 2.32m. 

But in June he clinched the world 
record at the third attempt and three 
months later in Rome beat Igor Pak-

But that was 52 years ago. Now, on a wet evening in August 1988. a 
morsel of athletic history is being made in the Berlin Olympic stadium: 
Tom McKean won the 800 metres Grand Prix final - and $10,000 — in a 
slow 1 minute 47.60 seconds, with Sebastian Coe second and Dieudonne 


Kwizera third. 


Neither Seb. because he failed to make it under the new system of 
selecting the British team (like the Americans British athletes had to 
qualify at special trials). nor Dieudonne will be competing in Seoul: 
Dieudonna will not be there because Burundi has no Olympic 


committee. 


Nor will Danny Harris. who won the 400 metres hurdles here in Berlin. 
be in Seoul; although he ran below 48 seconds during the American 


Olympic trials, he was only fifth. 


Nor will Anna Quirot, who won the 800 metres in Berlin, because 
Cuba is one of five nations boycotting the XXIV Olympiad. 

And Alice Brown, who made 25,000 Germans gasp in awe at the 
brilliance of her sprinting, will be in Seoul only as a possible member of 


the American sprint relay squad. 


And there are five Olympic champions in addition to Seb Coe, all af 
whom have achieved Olympic qualifying standard. who will not be 
defending their titles: Joan Benoit-Samuelson, the first woman Olympic 
marathon champion, Alonso Babers (400 metres). Julius Korir (3,000 
metres steeplechase), Pierre Quinon (pole vault) and Al Joyner (triple 
jump), busband of Florence Griffiths-Joyner. So once again all the great 
athletes of the world will not be able to fake part in the Olympic Games 
despite the belief of founder, Baron de Coubertin, that it was the ‘taking 


part’ that was most important. 


It has been impossible for many athletes to take part in the last three 
Olympics — Montreal in 1976, Moscow in 1980 and Los Angeles in 1984 - 
because of the interference of the politicians. In 1988 it will be the rules 
which bar those who have earned the right to take part. 

The culprit is the LAAF rule which restricts each nation to a maximum 
of three competitors per event. That is harsh on British middle-distance 
runners, extremely harsh on American athletes in the explosive events, 
harsh on French pole vaulters (such as Pierre Quinon) and Kenyan 
middle and jong-distance runners (Julius Korir plus world champions 
Billy Konchellah and Paul Kipkoech) and it is harsh on the Japanese who 
have eight of the best 16 marathon runners in the world. 

Why not limit them by ability rather than by nationality? [ would 
suggest each nation be allowed one competitor, of any standard. per 
event and as many who achieve a tough qualifying standard. 

If that meant eight Japanese runners, seven American sprinters. six 
Russian hammerthrowers, five Kenyan steeplechasers, and four French 
pole vaulters, then Baron de Couberton would smile in his grave. 

And then we need a means to invite stateless athletes like Dicudonne. 
And this is where I would like to develop an idea I proposed to the 
president of the International Olympic Comomittee, Juan Antonio 
Samaranch that the LOC should invite the qualified athletes who are 
barred, for one reason or another, from ‘taking part.” 

The IOC should invite the reigning Olympic champions, who had not 
been selected by their nations, to defend their titles in the colours of the 
TOC. From Samaranch’s reply it was apparent this had not yet occurred 
to the IOC. However, he ended his letter: “Perhaps in the future it will 
be possible for us to discuss this particular question in more detail and 
find a feasible solution to what I feel is a rather sad, but delicate 


problem.”
